Congress Starts 


Adjournment 


Drive Today 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - A tired 
and 
irritable 
Congress 
today 
started its stretch drive toward 
adjournment with foreign pol­ 
icy issues the main roadblocks in 
its path 
The first session of the 87th 
Congress appeared almost certain 
to end next Saturday. It was un­ 
likely the Senate and House would 
er.act any more of President Ken­ 
nedy's major domestic proposals. 
The lawmakers, who convened 
Jan. 3. have been in session long­ 
er than Kennedy has been in the 
White House and longer than any 
Congress since 1951. Now they 
want to go home 
The legislative setbacks suffered 
by the administration since mid­ 
summer have made it increasing­ 
ly evident that Congress has gone 
about as far as it is going this 
year in enacting Kennedy's do­ 
mestic program.

As the Senate and House en­ 
tered their hoped-for final week, 
the major issues remaining to be 
settled were the foreign aid ap­ 
propriations bill and final action 
on a compromise Peace Corps 
measure. A Senate-House confer­ 
ence committee may agree today 
or Tuesday on the aid funds.

A board is necessary to look over fund drive program s to 
determine how much o f the public's dollar goes for purpose 
designated and how much for "expenses ” Then, if the solici­ 
tation is found worthy and the intended beneficiaries really 
benefit, give the proposal its stam p o f approval. 


Of course, such established cam paigns as the Community 
Chest, the United Jewish Fund and th e like, are above suspic­ 
ion. Their expenses are held to a minimum, headquarters 
consolidate the solicitor's efforts, stationery, postage and a 
minimum of incidentials. V olunteers man tire staffs and in most 
situations, g iv e gen erously of th eir money as w ell as their 
time.
